"The spillway masonry is in very good condition. No flashboards 

were on the crest of the spillway. The water level in storage was 
at crest elevation. All stone masonry was noted to be well pointed. 

The embankment surface at the right of the spillway and adjacent to the 
spillway abutment is eroded somewhat, apparently by foot traffic. The 
condition is not dangerous. 

The main embankment is o. k. and has a fair turf surface. The 
surface could be improved by fertilizing. 

The drawdown gate operator should be serviced and greased, 

The toe of the embankment was noted to be dry and in very good 
condition. In the Opinion of the undersigned, the dam is safe.

The County Hydraulic Engineer, in making inspection of the dam at 
Dean pond noted that the bridge carrying the roadway over the stream 
just below Dean Pond Dam is no longer properly supported by the 
left abutment. The downstream end of the left abutment supporting 
the roadway bridge has failed and the- entire corner of the bridge at 
this location nodonlge^has proper support 

Since it is possible that the maintenance of this bridge is the respon- 
sibility o£ the Town of Brimfield, we are calling your attention to the 
condition o£ the abutment for whatever action you wish to take in pro- 
tecting the roadv/ai' L ridge. 

The condition of the bridge was noted in the report on the condition o£ 
Dean Pond Dam submitted by the County Hydraulic Engineer to our 
Board, We have advised personnel o£ the Brimfield State Forest o£ 
the bridge condition in case maintenance is the responsibility of the 
Massachusetts Department of Conservation.

The County Hydraulic Engineer, in making his inspection of the dam at 
Dean Pond, noted again this year that the bridge carrying the roadway 
over the stream just below Dean Pond is still not properly supported by 
the left abutment. This stone masonry abutment has failed at the down- 
stream end and the County Hydraulic Engineer reports that the stone 
work is unravelling back towards the center of the bridge on the left side. 

Since it is possible that the maintenance of this bridge is the responsibility 
of the Town of Brimfield and since, as pointed out to us by the County 
Hydraulic Engineer, the bridge is in a condition whereby failure might 
occur with the possible loss of life or injury to persons, we call your 
attention to the need for repairs to protect the public making use of this 
bridge. 

The condition of the bridge was reported a year ago to your Board in a 
letter from our Board on August 13, 1969, and at that time, the condition 
was also reported to the Commonwealth of Mass. , Brimfield State Forest. 
Since the condition of the bridge is not related to the safety of the dam, 
our Board is simply passing on to you the information contained in the 
report of the County Hydraulic Engineer.

Our County Hydraulic Engineer has made an inspection of your dams 
at the Brimfield State Forest and has reported to us that each of 
the two dams referred to above requires certain maintenance and 
repairs . 

The Dearth Hill Pond Dam is an earth and masonry structure con- 
taining two spillways, one near the center section and one at the 
right side. The channel downstream of the spillway on the right 
side of the dam has been washed out somewhat by flood flows* The 
repair of this condition seems advisable, A leak exists under 
the right spillway ^ust downstream of the masonry face of the 
spillway and near the left corner* It would seem desirable to 
investigate this leak and, if found serious, the leak should be 
repaired* At the present time there seems to be no movement of 
fine material in the water flowing thru the leak area* Provided 
no earth is washed out by this leak the only problem will be that 
of maintaining a pond during low water flow in the brook. 

At Woodman Pond Dam the new fill placed near the right end of 
the dam appears to be a relatively sandy~gravel material. Leakage 
is talcing place under this fill. The leakage as now existing is 
not dangerous to the safety of the dam but the loss of water may 
be at a sufficiently high rate to cause emptying of the pond dur- 
ing dry weather* It x^ould seem advisable to take the necessary 
steps to reduce the seepage thru this fill. J

It is recommended that the 
owner investigate this leakage and, if found serious, the leakage should 
be controlled. The spillway channels should be provided the necessary 
maintenance to return them to good condition. 

Woodman Pond Dam The spillway chutes are indeed of repairs thru 
the maintenance of the stone masonry and mortar. Failure to make 
the necessary repairs could result in further deterioration of the spill- 
way structures and more expensive repairs may be needed in the future. 
Consideration should be given to the enlargement of the spillway capacity 
at this dam in the near future. 

Dean Pond Dam Both the masonry spillway and the earth embankment 
of this dam were found to be in excellent condition. However, the road 
gutter that passes to the right of the dam is being eroded by surface 
wash. This gutter, if erosion is allowed to continue, could eventually 
result in a major washout in time of heavy prolonged rain. Such a wash- 
out might conceivably extend to the abutment area of the right spillway 
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abutment. Consequently, it is advisable that the gutters o£ the road 
passing to the right of the spillway abutment be properly maintained 
and any washouts that do occur be properly repaired at an early stage. "

Y/oodman Pond Dam This pond was found to be empty and im- 
provements to the dam and spillways are now underway as per plans 
and specifications approved by your Board. The enlarged left spill- 
way is under construction. Concrete forms are in place and rein- 
forcing steel was being set for the left spillway wall. The right 
wall had been poured prior to the last inspection. The construction 
work will be inspected from time to time as it progresses. 

Dean Pond Dam Some of the masonry joints in the spillway over- 
flow need pointing up, particularly at the abutment walls. Road 
gutters to the right of the dam should be paved or stabilized and 
thus protected from washout during time of heavy storm runoff.

Reference is made to the letter dated August 4, 1958 by Mr. Guy Lafleur to 
your Board pertaining to a complaint about the level of Little Alum Pond. 
Mr. Lafleur, according to his letter, enters a protest with your Board 
against the actions of the Little Alum Lake Association who by the construc- 
tion of certain improvements on the Lake outlet have caused the normal high 
water level to be heightened to a new level which causes personal inconvenience 
and damage to Mr. Lafleur and his property. 

Mr. Lafleur respectfully requested that an investigation be made of the situation 
and that some method be worked out wherein a water level iri the pond will be 
maintained that will be satisfactory to all concerned. Mr. Lafleur points out 
iii his letter that he has hesitated in writing about the matter thinking that the 
raised water level might be of a temporary nature but now he feels that the 
water level has been raised permanently. 

On August 7, 1958, your Board submitted a copy of the letter from Mr. Lafleur 
for my investigation. 

In my report on the condition of dams in the Town of Brimfield for the year 
1957, said report being dated January 3, 1958, I quote from Item C, top of 
page 2: 

"Conditions at this dam are satisfactory from a safety viewpoint. It 
appears as if the pond level may have been raised approximately 12" 
by the placing of field stone on the top of the existing stone spillway 
and their filling the opening between the stones with gravel. This 
change does not alter the safety of the structure in any way, and it 
is apparent that no damage to the dam can be done by this small in- 
crease in pond height. No complaints have been made by any land 
owner around the pond as the result of ariy possible raising of the 
pond level. "

The letter written by Mr. Lafleur is the first indication of any complaint re- 
garding the raised wai:er level. 

An inspection of Little Alum Pond Dam was made by the undersigned on Wed- 
nesday, August 13, 1958. At that time it was noted that the stones in the spill- 
way have been concreted in place and that the spillway masonry now forms d. 
permanent concrete- stone masonry wall 12" in height more or less above the 
level of the spillway notch that existed prior to 1957. By raising the level of 
the outlet with a permanent masonry wa. 11, more water is now stored in the 
pond. than prior to 1957. 

Records available in my files indicate that Little Alum Pond has a surface 
area of 60 acres, more or less, and a drainage area of 3/4 of a square mile. 
The pond evidently was a natural body of water which was raised by the con- 
struction of a small dam. The height of the dam and the drainage area in- 
volved do not result in the structure coming under County jurisdiction in accor- 
dance with the Laws of the Commonwealth. However, the quantity of water 
stored by the permanent raising of the pond 1 ft. results in an increase of 
water storage of some 10 million gallons. On this basis, I would assume that 
the dam as altered would come under County jurisdiction and that plans and 
specifications of the new construction should be prepared/ filed and approved. 
In preparing plans, the owners should provide adequate spillway capacity within 
the limits of the new construction to adequately handle anticipated extreme 
storm runoff. 

A fish screen has been added to the outlet and this screen should be removed 
until an approved design is presented and a proper screen installed. 

It is recommended that a. communication be sent to the Little Alum Lake 
Association to provide plans and specifications of a proper spillway construc- 
tion together with an acceptable fish screen device. The spillway as now 
existing is not dangerous, particularly if the screen is removed and the earth 
filled area to the left of the spillway protected from erosion that might occur 
during extreme flood flows. 

I do not think the element of danger is sufficient to order the Association to 
immediately remove their new concrete masonry spillway. However, they 
should take immediate steps to submit an approved design and to carry thru 
the construction phase of the project. Such action is technically necessary 
in accordance with the requirements of the Law on dams. 

In regard to the complaint of Mr. Lafleur, I do not see where your Board can 
require that the pond level be pulled down and restored under the power you 
have in accordance with Chapter 253 of the General Laws. At most, you could 
direct the Association to restore the pond level until an. approved design is sub- 
mitted and the design carried thru the construction phase. It would seem 
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advi sable to check this matter with the County Attorney and then, if I am 
correct in the matter, notify Mr. Lafleur that you have no authority to regulate 
the pond level cCs long at s a safe spillway is maintained at the dam.

Dear Mr. Lafleur: 

Reference is made to your letter of Aug* 4^ 1958, pertaining 
to a complaint regarding the raising of the water level of 
Little Alum Lake by action of members of the Little Alum Lake 
Association. We have instructed the County Hydraulic Engineer 
to Investigate the outlet at this Lake and to submit a re- 
port to our Commission regarding this matter. The County 
Engineer has made his investigation and imports that a perma- 
nent spillway has been constructed of stone and concrete. 
This masonry spillway* together with other work done at the 
site of the lake outlet has caused the water level of the lake 
to rise* Also* the County Hydraulic Engineer points out that 
a screen has been placed in front of the outlet* 

The matter of the changed outlet will be taken up with the 
officials of the Little Alum Lake Association. According to 
the provisions of the Law, our Commission has the power to 
make certain that outlets of the type at Little Alum Lake are 
constructed in such a way as to be structurally and hydraulicly 
sound* We do not have any control over problems related to 
water level caused by dam or spillway construction* As long 
as the dam or spillway itself is properly .designed and is of 
a satisfactory nature, from a hydraulic and structural v&ew-* 
point, upstream water level problems do not come under County 
Jurisdiction. Such problems would require civil action be- 
tween the person making the complaint and the owner of the 
property resulting in the raised water level. 

If the officials of the Little Alum Lake Association comply 
with the engineering requirements set forth by our Commission 
for the outlet as recommended by the Engineer, the Board of 
County Commissioners would have no legal authority to direct 
that the water level of the pond be permanently restored to 
its lower level. Any restoration to the loiter level would be 
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of a temporary nature until such time as the owners of 
the outlet met the requirements set forth for safety pur- 
poses of iithe outlet construction* 

Since the nature of the spillway is such that requirements 
for safety can be economically and quickly met, any lower-* 
ing of the lake level to its original elevation would he 
but for a matter of a few day3. 

If you would care to discuss this matter with the Com- 
mission or our hydraulic engineer, we will be pleased to 
meet with you» Our Commission meets on Wednesdays and 
our engineer would be pleased to meet with you either 
then or at the site of your property on the lake.

Our County Hydraulic Engineer has inspected the outlet to 
kittle Alum kake,as the result of a complaint received by 
this Commission pertaining to the raising of the water level 
of the lake. Our Engineer reports that when last inspected 
prior to August 1958, the outlet of the lake had been changed 
by the installation of certain stone masonry chinked with 
gravel* At that time* in his report, the Engineer pointed 
out that the water level in the lake had beBU raised about 
12~inehes* The stone masonry work has apparently loeen in 
place since 1957* No complaint regarding the raising of 
the level of the lake had been received by the Engineer or 
this Commission until recently. 

A re-inspection of the lake outlet showed that the stone work 
in the outlet has been concreted and has been made permanent 
in nature. Also, a type of fish screen has hem installed in 
the water upstream of the spillway outlet* 

In accordance with the Provisions of Chapti 253, Sections 44 
thru 50 inclusive, the construction of any dam or spillway 
comes within the jurisdiction of the Board of County Commissioners, 
if , the construction is on a drainage area of 1 mile or more in 
size* if the construction is 10 ft* high or higher* or if by the 
construction more than one million gallons of water is Impounded* 

The amount of water impounded by the raising of kittle Aiurji 
kake approximately 1 ft*, exceeds one million gallons in 
quantity* Consequently, the changes made to the spillway come 
under Chapt* 253 of the General' kaws and it is necessary that 
the construction be in accordance with the requirements for 
hydraulic and structural safety, as set up by the County Com- 
missioners* 

Plans and specifications must be prepared and filed with the 
County, prior to any construction that would impound more than 
one million gallons of water* 
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Sinee you have carried on construction without filing plans 
and specifications for approval, the construction* as exist* 
ins* raust be considered as unauthorised improvements to the 
outlet of tiittle Alum lake* 

It would be advisable for an official of your Association 
to contact the County Hydraulic Engineer -, either thru this 
office or directly at his office in Hoiyofce* telephone 
JB-33991* for a discussion of the requirements to alter the 
construction as now existing so that it can be approved 
from a hydraulic and structural viewpoint* fhis action 
should be taken as soon as possible since the outlet, as 
now existing with a permanent masonry raised spillway.

advised that the dam on Little :\lum Lake has been inspected by our 
Engineer and your attention is called to the following conditions noted 
and recommendations made by him. 

" This dam was found to be in good condition when checked. The 
new spillway and pond outlet has been built in accordance with 
the approved plans and specifications filed last year. The fish 
screen, located a few inches upstream of the j stop -plank has a 
top elevation higher than that called for on the approved drawing. 
The drawing as filed shows the top of the fish screen at the same 
elevation as the top of the stoplogs. However, the screen extends 
upwards to the top of the concrete. Should the entire surface of 
the screen become plugged with debris, water would overflow the 
entire length of the small concrete structure and wash onto the 
soil of the abutment areas. This condition may result in damage 
to the channel paved with riprap. The screen should be reduced 
in elevation as called for on the approved drawings or the abut- 
ment areas raised with masonry to confine any overflow to the 
masonry portion of the structure and to the main channel paved 
with riprap. The riprap channel is in need of repair just upstream 
of the roadway culvert. 

At the time of inspection, the water level in storage in the pond 
was down about 6 M , more or less, from the top of the stoplogs. ,!

In the oase of Xittle Alum Fond the dam was in 
all probability constructed prior to 1888 when the statute 
was first passed requiring a license from this Department as 
no license for the same has ever been granted* - This matter 
of the height of water in kittle Alum Pond is before the Depart- 
ment in the form of a petition to restrain the owner of the dam

Reference is made to the letter dated August 4, 1958 by Mr. Guy Lafleur to 
your Board pertaining to a complaint about the level of Little Alum Pond. 
Mr. Lafleur, according to his letter, enters a protest with your Board 
against the actions of the Little Alum Lake Association who by the construc- 
tion of certain improvements on the Lake outlet have caused the normal high 
water level to be heightened to a new level which causes personal inconvenience 
and damage to Mr. Lafleur and his property. 

Mr. Lafleur respectfully requested that an investigation be made of the situation 
and that some method be worked out wherein a water level iri the pond will be 
maintained that will be satisfactory to all concerned. Mr. Lafleur points out 
iii his letter that he has hesitated in writing about the matter thinking that the 
raised water level might be of a temporary nature but now he feels that the 
water level has been raised permanently. 

On August 7, 1958, your Board submitted a copy of the letter from Mr. Lafleur 
for my investigation. 

In my report on the condition of dams in the Town of Brimfield for the year 
1957, said report being dated January 3, 1958, I quote from Item C, top of 
page 2: 

"Conditions at this dam are satisfactory from a safety viewpoint. It 
appears as if the pond level may have been raised approximately 12" 
by the placing of field stone on the top of the existing stone spillway 
and their filling the opening between the stones with gravel. This 
change does not alter the safety of the structure in any way, and it 
is apparent that no damage to the dam can be done by this small in- 
crease in pond height. No complaints have been made by any land 
owner around the pond as the result of ariy possible raising of the 
pond level. " 
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The letter written by Mr. Lafleur is the first indication of any complaint re- 
garding the raised wai:er level. 

An inspection of Little Alum Pond Dam was made by the undersigned on Wed- 
nesday, August 13, 1958. At that time it was noted that the stones in the spill- 
way have been concreted in place and that the spillway masonry now forms d. 
permanent concrete- stone masonry wall 12" in height more or less above the 
level of the spillway notch that existed prior to 1957. By raising the level of 
the outlet with a permanent masonry wa. 11, more water is now stored in the 
pond. than prior to 1957. 

Records available in my files indicate that Little Alum Pond has a surface 
area of 60 acres, more or less, and a drainage area of 3/4 of a square mile. 
The pond evidently was a natural body of water which was raised by the con- 
struction of a small dam. The height of the dam and the drainage area in- 
volved do not result in the structure coming under County jurisdiction in accor- 
dance with the Laws of the Commonwealth. However, the quantity of water 
stored by the permanent raising of the pond 1 ft. results in an increase of 
water storage of some 10 million gallons. On this basis, I would assume that 
the dam as altered would come under County jurisdiction and that plans and 
specifications of the new construction should be prepared/ filed and approved. 
In preparing plans, the owners should provide adequate spillway capacity within 
the limits of the new construction to adequately handle anticipated extreme 
storm runoff. 

A fish screen has been added to the outlet and this screen should be removed 
until an approved design is presented and a proper screen installed. 

It is recommended that a. communication be sent to the Little Alum Lake 
Association to provide plans and specifications of a proper spillway construc- 
tion together with an acceptable fish screen device. The spillway as now 
existing is not dangerous, particularly if the screen is removed and the earth 
filled area to the left of the spillway protected from erosion that might occur 
during extreme flood flows. 

I do not think the element of danger is sufficient to order the Association to 
immediately remove their new concrete masonry spillway. However, they 
should take immediate steps to submit an approved design and to carry thru 
the construction phase of the project. Such action is technically necessary 
in accordance with the requirements of the Law on dams. 

In regard to the complaint of Mr. Lafleur, I do not see where your Board can 
require that the pond level be pulled down and restored under the power you 
have in accordance with Chapter 253 of the General Laws. At most, you could 
direct the Association to restore the pond level until an. approved design is sub- 
mitted and the design carried thru the construction phase. It would seem 
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advi sable to check this matter with the County Attorney and then, if I am 
correct in the matter, notify Mr. Lafleur that you have no authority to regulate 
the pond level cCs long at s a safe spillway is maintained at the dam.

Dear Mr. Lafleur: 

Reference is made to your letter of Aug* 4^ 1958, pertaining 
to a complaint regarding the raising of the water level of 
Little Alum Lake by action of members of the Little Alum Lake 
Association. We have instructed the County Hydraulic Engineer 
to Investigate the outlet at this Lake and to submit a re- 
port to our Commission regarding this matter. The County 
Engineer has made his investigation and imports that a perma- 
nent spillway has been constructed of stone and concrete. 
This masonry spillway* together with other work done at the 
site of the lake outlet has caused the water level of the lake 
to rise* Also* the County Hydraulic Engineer points out that 
a screen has been placed in front of the outlet* 

The matter of the changed outlet will be taken up with the 
officials of the Little Alum Lake Association. According to 
the provisions of the Law, our Commission has the power to 
make certain that outlets of the type at Little Alum Lake are 
constructed in such a way as to be structurally and hydraulicly 
sound* We do not have any control over problems related to 
water level caused by dam or spillway construction* As long 
as the dam or spillway itself is properly .designed and is of 
a satisfactory nature, from a hydraulic and structural v&ew-* 
point, upstream water level problems do not come under County 
Jurisdiction. Such problems would require civil action be- 
tween the person making the complaint and the owner of the 
property resulting in the raised water level. 

If the officials of the Little Alum Lake Association comply 
with the engineering requirements set forth by our Commission 
for the outlet as recommended by the Engineer, the Board of 
County Commissioners would have no legal authority to direct 
that the water level of the pond be permanently restored to 
its lower level. Any restoration to the loiter level would be 
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of a temporary nature until such time as the owners of 
the outlet met the requirements set forth for safety pur- 
poses of iithe outlet construction* 

Since the nature of the spillway is such that requirements 
for safety can be economically and quickly met, any lower-* 
ing of the lake level to its original elevation would he 
but for a matter of a few day3. 

If you would care to discuss this matter with the Com- 
mission or our hydraulic engineer, we will be pleased to 
meet with you» Our Commission meets on Wednesdays and 
our engineer would be pleased to meet with you either 
then or at the site of your property on the lake.

Our County Hydraulic Engineer has inspected the outlet to 
kittle Alum kake,as the result of a complaint received by 
this Commission pertaining to the raising of the water level 
of the lake. Our Engineer reports that when last inspected 
prior to August 1958, the outlet of the lake had been changed 
by the installation of certain stone masonry chinked with 
gravel* At that time* in his report, the Engineer pointed 
out that the water level in the lake had beBU raised about 
12~inehes* The stone masonry work has apparently loeen in 
place since 1957* No complaint regarding the raising of 
the level of the lake had been received by the Engineer or 
this Commission until recently. 

A re-inspection of the lake outlet showed that the stone work 
in the outlet has been concreted and has been made permanent 
in nature. Also, a type of fish screen has hem installed in 
the water upstream of the spillway outlet* 

In accordance with the Provisions of Chapti 253, Sections 44 
thru 50 inclusive, the construction of any dam or spillway 
comes within the jurisdiction of the Board of County Commissioners, 
if , the construction is on a drainage area of 1 mile or more in 
size* if the construction is 10 ft* high or higher* or if by the 
construction more than one million gallons of water is Impounded* 

The amount of water impounded by the raising of kittle Aiurji 
kake approximately 1 ft*, exceeds one million gallons in 
quantity* Consequently, the changes made to the spillway come 
under Chapt* 253 of the General' kaws and it is necessary that 
the construction be in accordance with the requirements for 
hydraulic and structural safety, as set up by the County Com- 
missioners* 

Plans and specifications must be prepared and filed with the 
County, prior to any construction that would impound more than 
one million gallons of water* 
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Sinee you have carried on construction without filing plans 
and specifications for approval, the construction* as exist* 
ins* raust be considered as unauthorised improvements to the

It would be advisable for an official of your Association

Engineer and your attention is called to the following conditions noted 
and recommendations made by him. 

" This dam was found to be in good condition when checked. The 
new spillway and pond outlet has been built in accordance with 
the approved plans and specifications filed last year. The fish 
screen, located a few inches upstream of the j stop -plank has a 
top elevation higher than that called for on the approved drawing. 
The drawing as filed shows the top of the fish screen at the same 
elevation as the top of the stoplogs. However, the screen extends 
upwards to the top of the concrete. Should the entire surface of 
the screen become plugged with debris, water would overflow the 
entire length of the small concrete structure and wash onto the 
soil of the abutment areas. This condition may result in damage 
to the channel paved with riprap. The screen should be reduced 
in elevation as called for on the approved drawings or the abut- 
ment areas raised with masonry to confine any overflow to the 
masonry portion of the structure and to the main channel paved 
with riprap. The riprap channel is in need of repair just upstream 
of the roadway culvert. 

At the time of inspection, the water level in storage in the pond 
was down about 6 M , more or less, from the top of the stoplogs. ,!

Gentlemen: 

On Monday, July 10, 1967, I received a telephone call from Richard C. 
Allen of the Board of Selectmen of Brimfield, requesting information re- 
garding the Mill Pond Dam near the center of the Town of Brimfield. Mr. 
Allen stated that a Mr. Killian, owner of property upstream of the dam 
and adjacent to the pond, has requested that the Board of Selectmen lower 
the level of water in the pond. Mr. Allen requested that he be given in- 
formation as to whether or not the Selectmen have the right to lower the 
water level and whether or not they must lower the water level if re- 
quested by a pond abuttor. 

The pond level can be controlled by removal of flashboards on the crest 
of the dam or by opening the drawdown gate at the head of the conduit 
through the dam. Either method of drawing down the pond would be satis- 
factory provided the water was released slowly so as not to cause any 
flooding in the stream below the dam. 

I informed Mr. Allen of the Board of Selectmen that insofar as the County 
is concerned, your Honorable Board has no authority regarding a dam 
unless the question raised is one relative to safety of the dam. Since the 
matter at hand has nothing to do with safety of the dam and since the dam 
is in satisfactory condition, I advised Mr. Allen that the County could not 
take any action relative to a directive pertaining to the lowering or a 
refusal to lower water level behind the dam. I advised Mr. Allen that 
this is entirely a matter between the Town, as owner of the dam, and the 
property owner involved making the request. I suggested that Mr. Allen 
determine whether or not the property owner involved had rights to a 
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certain pond level or, if the deed to his property provided any special con- j 
ditions relative to the owner of the dam drawing down [the pond at the will 
of the land owner so that he can do certain improvements and make certain 
changes to his property. 

I 
In summary, I advised Mr. Allen that the matter is one for legal investiga- 
tion and interpretation. I suggested that he discuss the problem with the Town 
Attorney. 



The above facts are sent to your Board so that you may be informed of this 
matter should either the Selectmen of Brimfield or Mr. Killian ask for 
advice or guidance relative to this matter.

At the request of a Mr. Corbin of Post 430 Sportsmen's Club, the under- 
signed inspected the site of a proposed pond and dam located in Brimfield 
westerly of Warren Road, Route 19, and northerly of Brimfield Road. 
Post 430 Sportsmen's Club apparently is a part of American Legion Post 
430 located at 655 Liberty Street in Springfield, 

I am attaching hereto, a photocopy of a portion of the Warren sheet of the 
U. S D topographical maps showing in red the location of the brook involved 
and, encircled in blue is a barn being converted into the headquarters 
building of the Sportsmen's Club. 

The stream involved is Taylor Brook which flows in a general northerly 
direction joining other smaller streams to form Tufts Brook in the vicinity 
of the Mass, Turnpike. 

The drainage area of the valley of Taylor Brook at the property of the 
Post 430 Sportsmen's Club is about 0. 9 of a square mile. 

No survey work has been done as yet to determine the exact location where 
a dam would be constructed nor has topography been surveyed and plotted 
for the purpose of outlining the proposed body of water. 

Based upon rny field inspection, I am of the opinion that any dam built 
to form a body of water 5 ft. to 8 ft„ , more or less, in depth will 
definitely contain more than one million gallons. Consequently, though 
the drainage area at the site of the proposed construction is less than 
one square mile and even if the Owner builds a dam less than 10 ft. in 
height, the quantity of water stored will definitely exceed one million 
gallons .

The representatives of Post 430 Sportsmen's Club have been advised to 
obtain the services of a qualified engineer or the U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service to make a preliminary field survey of Taylor Brook and the 
general topography within the limits of the property involved and along 
the portion of the brook being considered for dam construction. A pre- 
liminary drawing could then be prepared showing tentative dam locations 
and probable pond sites with estimated storage volumes, 

I have also advised the Sportsmen's Club representatives that if they wish 
to begin clearing a potential site for the proposed pond, this work can be 
done without permission of the County provided that no damming of the 
brook occurs and any water storage formed will be in an excavated 
area. 

It is recommended that a communication be sent to the Post 430 Sportsmen's 
Club confirming the information hereinabove and my conference with the 
Club representatives at the site on Wednesday, June 7, 1967.

"The embankment forming this dam was satisfactory as to shape. 
However, brush growth and tree growth is becoming quite thick 
and this growth should be removed so that the dam can be properly 
observed and inspected and so that growing root structure will not 
begin to damage and endanger the embankment. Some seepage was 
observed at the toe of the embankment but this condition is normal. 

The spillway swale was found to be in satisfactory condition. Water 
in storage in the pond was at the crest of the spillway swale. A 
small quantity of water was seeping out through the stone lined 
swale spillway channel. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, the dam is safe. However, as 
recommended a year ago, the owner should cut the brush and tree 
growth from the embankment and should develop a good growth of 
turf on this portion of the dam. rf 
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It is necessary that the dam be maintained in a satisfactory condition. 
The recommendations of the County Hydraulic Engineer should be followed 
and all brush and tree growth cut down and regrowth discouraged.

Phe concrete abutment v/all at the southerly end of the 
spillway is in very poor condition and should be repaired or 
rebuilt.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 253, Section 45, et seq. of the 
General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, condition and 
safety of the dams in Hampden County, the County Hydraulic Engineer, when 
making his inspections in Brimfield, pointed out that the highway fill on a road 
known as Dunhamtown Road, and also known as Brimfield Road, ponds water 
from time to time. The report of the Engineer is as follows: 

"This is a highway culvert under Dunhamtown .Road. The pond upstream 
of the culvert this year is larger than previously noted. However, be- 
cause of the rainfall, this condition could result. Though the embank- 
ment carrying the road is not truly a dam, the site is inspected annually 
to be certain that a large pond of water is not dammed that could be re- 
leased thru failure of the embankment to do damage to persons and pro- 
perty downstream. 

The Town should be advised to keep the culvert passage free so that run- 
off can pass under the road without being ponded. ■» 

The ponding of water at this site because of highway fill and a small culvert does 
not in itself constitute a dam coming under the jurisdiction of this Board. How- 
ever, our Engineer suggested that we notify you of the condition in order that 
necessary maintenance may be done from time to time to keep the culvert free 
flowing and prevent the ponding of any large quantity of water.

"The flood flow spillway located at the left end of the dam was noted 
to be in good condition. No flashboards were on the crest. 

The service spillway was in satisfactory condition. Stoplogs were 
in the slots with the upper stoplog at the usual elevation. Water 
level in storage was at the elevation of the crest of the upper 
Btoplog. 

Sandy embankment fill located behind the left abutment at the 
pond side and in the corner of the service spillway has settled 
considerably. This material must be washing out from under- 
neath, as a result of seepage discharged into the spillway channel 
at the old stone masonry construction. 

If the settlement behind the abutment wall continues, the sandy 
fill should be dug out, voids in the masonry sealed, and then the 
fill replaced in layers and compacted. 
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The embankment portion of the dam was satisfactory. The road 
along the length of the embankment is in good condition and there 
is little evidence of settlement. Seepage at the toe of the embank- 
ment was noted to be normal. 

In spite of the work needed at the abutment area, to the left of the 
service spillway and as outlined hereinbefore, the dam is in 
relatively good condition and is considered safe. "
